(1) Every airport in the near future 


will be equipped with a radar upon its 
control tower". This always will be used 
by the control officer, whether the- 
weather is clear or cloudy. For on the 
oscillograph screen he will have at all 
times a complete picture of the vicinity 
and the exact location of every plane 
within 50 miles or so of the airport. 
This should prove of the utmost aid in. 


issuing orders to incoming and outgoing 
planes and in directing traffic. 


(2) The steady stream of ore boats 


and other freight-carrying craft on the 
Great Lakes will be greatly aided by 
the use of radar. The whole stream of 
traffic sometimes comes to a stop when 
foggy weather makes it necessary for 
ships to anchor outside the entrance to 
the locks at Sault Ste. Marie, for ex- 
ample. Radar would enable ships to 
keep their distance from each other as 
well as to locate the proper channel. 
Thus they could be kuot moving through 
the fog. 


(3) Radar will have -its lighter side 


in the future. It may be of use to 
hunters in tracking down game. Wild 
geese flying at night have been tracked 
by radar operators on the eastern coast 
of England. They were shown so ac- • 
curately on the scone used by the Brit- 
ish Army Occupational Research Group 
that their speed of travel relative to 
the ground could be measured. This 
was done in 1941 while radar was suc- 
cessfully turning away the Nazi Luft- 
waffe during its raid on England. 
1 (4) Radar echoes produced by birds 


worried the Germans, especially just 
prior to Invasion Day. The echoes camo 
with curious frequency from the air 
over the mouths of rivers. 
Objects 


causing these echoes seemed to be 
traveling at high speed, giving the jit- 
tery Nazi the idea that the objects were 
planes spearheading the invasion. It 
was first thought the echoes might have 
vesultcd from cloud banks. Now the 
British suspect more reasonably that the 
echoes were caused by waterfowl enter-' 
ing the river mouths for fish.

Dr. Smith thinks that fame ought 


to bring health and long life, since 
it also brings "wealth, education, 
medical attention, and servants." 
We doubt that the many teachers, 
clergymen, and librarians among 
our 100 Smiths are bothered with 
much wealth or many servants. 
Jfkit, granted that education and 
medical attention contribute to a 
heallhv existence, why is it, then, 
that their great or small fame is 
cutting them down two to four 
years too soon? 


Dr. Smith has the answer — 


strain, lack of exercise, overwork, 
and erratic hours. To which we 
can only add that if those destruc- 
tice factors are the price of fame, 
then a lot of famous people in this 
country have been overlooked. 


And if all of us tired, sedentary, 


overworked citizens are to take our 
ftghllul places in "Who's Who," 
the next edition is going to take 
up more room than Dr. Eliot's five- 
foot shelf of Harvard Classics.

31 Indicted 
on OPA Car 
Violations 


Detroit, April 19 — (/P)— A fed- 


eral grand jury today returned in- 
dictments charging 31 residents, of 
tour midwestern stales with con- 
spiracy to violate OPA regulations 
in-a $3,000,000 series of transac- 
tions in used automobiles. 
. U. S. Attorney John C. Lehr said 
the transactions reached into eight 
states and involved "hundreds of 
people". The 31 defendants live in 
Illinois, Kentucky, Missouri 
and 
Michigan. 


The OPA, on whose allegations 


the indictments were based 
an- 


nounced that the towns of Cairo, 
III., and Murray, Ky., were 
the 


focal points of what it termed the 
largest "black.market" auto ring 
m OPA history. All the cars bought 
m .Detroit were iunneled through 
these two towns generally to six 
southern and southeastern 
states, 
the.: OPA said. 
- 


Residenls living in these 
two 


towns and in Paducah and Ben- 
ton, Ky., and Detroit, the 
OPA 


said, formed used car companies 
or operated as individuals. 
Only 


one was a warranty dealer, the 
agency said. They came to Detroit 
according to the OPA, purchased 
cars from private citizens, 
took 


them back to Cairo or 
Murray, 


and sold them there lo warranty 
dealers from seven states. 


These stales were listed as Tex- 


as, Arkansas, Mississipi, Tennes- 
see, Louisiana, Kentucky, and Illi- 
nois. 


Attorney Lehr said the defend- 
ants were charged in the indict- 
ments with "conspiracy to violate 
the emergency OPA price act and

the indictments were based

nounced that the towns of Cairo, 
III., and Murray, Ky., were 
the 


focal points of what it termed the 
largest "black.market" auto ring 
m OPA history. All the cars bought 
m .Detroit were iunneled through 
these two towns generally to six 
southern and southeastern 
states,

vNo Communists Wanted 
The new Utility Workers Union 


of America (CIO) contented itself 
with some self-evident truths in 
explaining why it barred Commun- 
ists from membership at its first 
convention. One of the union offi- 
cers stated that 99 per cent of wor- 
kers in the utility industry are op- 
posed to communism or any other 
ism, and explained their stand 
thus: 
"We feel that communism is op- 
posed to Americanism and to all 
Tyco institutions. . .Members of the 
communist Party alsvays put their 
loyalty to the party ahead of the 
union or any other interest." 
These facts arc familiar in and 


out of organized labor. And surely 
no one knows them better than 
the membership of unions that har- 
bor Communists 
in their bosom. 
Yet it is significant that none of 
these unions has seen fit as yet to 
curb its Communist members. And 
it is particularly significant that 
the first sucli move should come 
from a union of utility workers. 
, These workers are in a ticklish 
'Jpol. Steel and automobile unions 
can 
conduct protracted 
strikes 
without arousing too much -public 
muttering. Even the coal workers' 
annual walkout is taken calmly. 
But when utility workers threaten 
a strike, they are threatening a 
shut-off of light or power or water. 
They are threatening health and 
life. And they are threatening their 
union's future by inviting strong 
public condemnations.

Court Martial sentences sent 142 
soldiers to their deaths during the 
war years and ensuing months, a 
House Military sub-committee dis- 
closed today in recommending an 
extensive overhaul for the Army's 
system of justice. ' 
The group reported that in the 
period between Dec.' 7, 1941 and 
Feb. 22, 194.6, 72 men 
were 
ex- 


ecuted for murder, 51 for rape 
18 for murder and rape, and one 
for desertion. 


The findings were set forth in 
a 25,000-word document sharply 
critical of what the subcommittee 
called the injustices, the extreme 
severity 
of 
sentences 
and 
the 
partiality resulting from the ex 
isting Court Martial system. 


The full military committee, i 
was learned today, has temporar 
ily tabled the subcommittee's 
re 
port at the war department's re 
quest, but will consider it next 
month. Army witnesses probably 
will be heard before the full com- 
mittee takes any formal 
action.

save about 250,000 bushels of wheat 
by, June 30 when the harvest gets 
under way.

the "\yholehearted 
approval" of 
the price-fixing agency. He said a 
precedent for the action had been 
set during the war when the army 
sometimes was permited to pay 
more for scarce materials. 


The 
Agriculture 
Department 
said about 204,000,000 bushels 
of 


wheat were in farm bins April 1. 
If the 30-cent bonus is high enough 
it will mean that all but about 30,- 
000,000 bushels of this wheat will 
be in the hands of the government 
by May 25. Farmers usually carry 
over that much.
